Payne moved as far as Butler Creek 


and is now in camp there, with Lieut. 
Mason and United States Deputy Mar- 
shal Nora camped near him. There are 
various rumors that Payne will enter the 
Territory to-night. Lieut Mason has 
just telegraphed Gen. Tope the situation 
tilling that ha would do his duty bnt 
that his force is not large enough. Mr. 
Maxwell, jmt in camp from Arkansas 
City, reports that 20 Oklahoma emi- 
grants had reached there since Payne 
moved. He1 says lhaf they will enter 
the Territory from that point. 
News 


from Payne's camp is that large num- 
bers are going into Oklahoma from oth- 
er points while the military are watch- 
ing !iim. This seems to be Payne's pol- 
icy. 
I f Payne moves to-night there will 


be trouble.

WASHINGTON, D. C., December 16.—

more time in a hopeless undertaking. 
Mr. House, Chairman of the Democrat- 
ic caucus, said to night that »s the 
Democrats can not possibly get a quo- 
rum, they can not pass (the resolution. 


But there is absolutely nothing in it, 


•xplaincd Mr. House. If the resolu- 
tion should be.adopted it could be_set 
aside by either House when the time 
came for conducting a count, aa was 
done in 187C. On the other hand, if it 
is (defeated now, and the Democrats 
should happen to have both houses in 
1884, they could.adopt the same rule. 
Any wav you put it, such a rule is of 
no consequence ; besides, if we had a 
quorum, some of our men would fail to 
come up to 'the mark, and we should 
fail, as we have so often done before. I 
have understood that Mr. Stephens, of 
Georgia, does not approve of the joint 
rule, and would vote «gainst it. I think 
not. A few of the Democrats in Con- 
gress favor a law, and not a joint rule 
on this subject. 
A law which should 


explain and supplant the constitutional 
provisions, which is not explicit, would 
be a good thing. 


Mr. House- says [the Republicans 


want to establish the precedent that the 
Vice President can count the electoral 
votes. 


Mr. S, S. Cox said to-night that he 


will make a speech on the first occa- 
sion, in which he will announce the 
policy of the Democrats, which is to 
give up the fight over the electoral rule 


now, 
and let Congress arrange the [de- 


tails of the count as the circumstances 
may at the lime dictate. 


Gen. Ilunton spoke to Mr. Coi on 


Thursday, and asked him to perform 
this funeral duty. This will probably 
end the fight'early in the week. Mr. 
Bicknell

demand the 
previous 


question perhaps on Tuesday, and after 
a day of filibustering, the fight will 
virtually be over. 


Mr. Hostetter, of Indiana, an extreme 


Democrat, said to-day that if the Re- 
publicans persist in opposing the resolu- 
tion, 
the 
Democrats 
will 
absent 


themselves 
from 
the 
respective 


houses, so that quorums will be want- 
ing before the Joint Convention takes 
place. 
This, he thinks, would be suffi- 


cient to defeat the count. 


Mr. J. Randolph Tucker said he be- 


lieved the Democrats would not allow 
themselves to be forced into an extra 
session, which the Republicans evident- 
ly intend. 
They will, therefore, not 


make a factious fight, but will go on 
with the legitimate business on the 
calendars.

ARKANSAS CITV, Dee. 10.—Payne's 


Colony remained in camp on the Terri- 
tory line last night, flanked by Lieut. 
Mason and forty-eight blue-coats of tbc 
Fourth Cavalry. Mason, by invitation, 
visited Payee's headquarters and read 
his orders to the asaemnled colonists, 
after which Payne delivered an address, 
thanking Gen. Pope for his military 
escort, but notifying Lieut. Mason that 
•it was the intention of the colonist* to 
move into Oklahoma at e.vcry hazard. 
There was a manifest good feeling and 
fraternizing between the troops and 
immigrants. 
When your correspondent 


left this morning the colonists were on 
military dress parade and inspection 
with the stars and stripes at the right 
of the line. The immigrants arc deter- 
mined to go to Oklahoma at ever; haz- 
ard, and should the troops oppose, or as 
is anticipated, kill their horses, or at- 
tempt to destroy their out-fit, there will 
be a bloody conflict. The 
colonists 


broke camp at 10 a, rn. and arc moving 
westward on the Kansas line. All they 
desire is that Congress should act with 
promptness and decision in filing the 
status of ceded lands. 
Hundreds of 


colonists aro moving towards the Terri- 
tory from other points. The Poncas 
and Nez Forces have been stirred up 
by emmissaries from the agencies, and 
are threatening to take the war path 
and massacre the immigrants. 
The 


popular feeling on the Kansas border is, 
that the President shall qualify his 
proclamation so as to give the colonists 
a military escort through the Cherokee 
strip, and permit them to settle on 
Government lands, from which the In- 
dians' title wa? extinguished by pur- 
chase.
